staphylococcus  bacterin  (goats) . 


PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  402. — -In  re  C.  H.  Acker  &  Co.  and  158  other  market  agencies,  Chi^ 
cago,  111.  On  Januarj'  8,  1934,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  order  pre- 
scribing reasonable  and  just  rates  and  charges  for  selling  and  buying  livestock  on 
a  commission  basis  at  the  Chicago  Union  Stock  Yards.  On  February  7,  1934, 
respondent  commission  firms  filed  a  petition  for  rehearing  in  this  proceeding.  On 
March  12,  1934,  the  Secretary  issued  a  supplemental  order  denying  the  petition 
for  rehearing  and  prescribing  a  new  set  of  rates  which  are  different  in  some  respects 
from  the  original  order.  On  March  17,  1934,  another  order  was  issued  postponing 
the  effective  date  of  the  above-mentioned  supplemental  order  from  April  4  to 
April  20,  1934.
